Even here in Washington C. H. and F ay- 
ette County the talk about influence of 
Communism in educational circles is fre­ 
quently heard. There is little serious refer- 
erenee* to any alleged Communists in the 
schools in this locality but there is quite 
often some comment about the “red tinge" 
of instructors in some of the colleges not 
too far away. 
While there is always the danger of peo­ 
ple, without sufficient information, taking 
up a “witch hunt" in matters as controver­ 
sial as this. there is still a desire on the part 
of American educators to keep our public 
schools “truly American” in their thinking. 
However, some ask “what is this so called 
truly-American line of thought? 
They ask 
this in view of some of our modern trends 
in our political thinking. 
A commission of leading educators has 
prepared a report on American Education 
and International Tensions, in which they 
drew the significant conclusion that mcm^ 
hers of the Communist party should not be 
permitted to teach in American schools. If 
heir report is accepted by the National 
Education Association and the American 
Association of School Administrators, which 
jointly appointed the commission, an im­ 
portant change in the interpretation of free­ 
dom, as applied to education, will be taking 


place. 
Hitherto it has been maintained that pol­ 
itical beliefs are not a proper consideration 
rn connection with hiring or retaining a 
teacher, that to make the holding or re­ 
jection of certain political beliefs a requisite 
to a teaching job is to destroy a part of the 
freedom of 
education. 
Communism 
is a 
political belief, but most Americans hold 
that it is more than a political belief. It is 
regarded by many nations as a domineering 
force which destroys freedom. Hence the 
conclusion of this commission of educators 


is that a member of the Communist party 
has surrendered his right to think for him­ 


self. and therefore is not fit to teach in a 
free school. 
A number of educators indicate that they 
are concerned for the preservation of aca­ 
demic freedom. They point out that it is 
possible to teach about Communism with­ 
out advocating it. School 
studies 
should 
continue to include all nations and all kinds 
of 
governments 
and 
political 
theories, 
taught accurately and objectively. That is 
a part of academic freedom. Their report to 
thp educational associations seems 
to en­ 
dorse the searching out and elimination of 
Communists from the faculties of schools 
and college for the protection of academic 
freedom.

As the debate begins in the Senate to a- 
mend the Taft-Hartley Act, it has become 
clear that the major amendments being of­ 
fered are amendments which have the ap­ 
proval of Senator Taft himself. This is in 
direct keeping with Taft’s repeated state­ 
ments that he would be the first to present 
and to urge amendments dictated by our 
experience with the law. 
No one looking at the current Wasntng- 
ton scene can avoid the realization that in 
the shaping of sound domestic policy, the 
Senate and the nation are invariably im­ 
pressed with the strength of Taft’s posi­ 
tion. He does not shut his eyes to the facts 
in the interest of theory, nor does he per­ 
mit himself to compromise with principle 
where fundamental issues 
are involved. 
When the Senate finishes its consideration 
of the proposed changes in the Taft-Hartley 
Act, you can be sure that the imprint of 
Taft’s thinking probably will be evident 
in every phrase.

R ESE A R C H into the causes of 
high blood pressure, which has been 
gathering 
momentum during the 
past 20 years, is slowly but surely 
yielding a better understanding of 
this disorder which today affects so 
n any middle aged and elderly peo­ 
ple in the United States. 
It is pretty well established, for 
Instance, that high blood pressure 
does its chief damage, not in the 
body’s big arteries but in the count­ 
less tiny vessels which actually feed 
organs and tissues. It has also been 
dem onstrated that most people who 
suffer from high blood 
pressure 
have an increased resistance to the 
flow of blood through these small 
vessels. 
Nervous Tension 
Overwork and worry, or any con­ 
dition which causes nervous tension, 
may cause the tiny blood vessels to j 
contract and thus increase tho re­ 
sistance of the flow of the blood 
through them. For this reason, rest 
and sedatives or quieting drugs are 
used in the treatm ent of high blood 
pressure, and operation to cut the 
nerves which run to these blood ves­ 
sels has also been used with benefit 
in many instances. 
Recently, using a diet containing 
very little salt, together with giv­ 
ing certain preparations containing 
mercury to increase the rate of ex­ 
cretion of salt in the body through 
the kidneys, has been found to re­ 
duce high blood pressure to a normal 
level, in some cases within a few 
days. Even if the blood pressure it­ 
self is not lowered by this method, 
spasm of the blood vessels, head­ 
ache, and other sym ptom s may be 
relieved for many months.

F irst Injection 


In five of eight patients treated in 
this way, the blood pressure de­ 
creased within about \ 
days afte r 
the first injection of the m ercury 
preparations. Im provem ent in the 
blood pressure was maintained by a 
low salt diet in four of the five cases 
studied, for a period of six months. 
The relaxation of the blood vessels 
was shown by the g reater flow of 
blood through them, even though 
the blood pressure remained high. 
This form of treatm ent would ap ­ 
pear to be well worth trying. 
Studies have shown th a t there is 
some relation between the disorders 
of the kidney and high blood pres­ 
sure. In these instances, the kidneys 
throw a substance into the blood 
which causes the tiny blood vessels 
| to contract. An effort has been made 
j to find some substance which would 
. neutralize this high-blood-pressure- 
producing factor, but as yet no ef­ 
fective agent has been discovered, 
j 
The chief thing to remember about 
1 high blood pressure is th at it can he 
i controlled in 
most cases if the 
' proper treatm ent is started early.
